1. 7th BRICS Summit 2015 - Ufa, Russia 



BRICS is the acronym for an association of five major emerging national economies: 
Brazil, Russia, India, China and South Africa. The grouping was originally known as 
"BRIC" before the inclusion of South Africa in 2010. 



2. 41st G7 Summit 2015- Bavaria, Germany (Again without Russia) 

The Group of 7 (G7) is a group consisting of the finance ministers and central bank 
governors of seven major advanced economies as reported by the International 
Monetary Fund: Canada, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, the United Kingdom, and 
the United States meeting to discuss primarily economic issues. 



3. 10th G-20 Summit 2015- Turkey 

The G20 is made up of the finance ministers and central bank governors of 19 countries 
Argentina, Australia, Brazil, Canada, China, France, Germany, India, Indonesia, Italy, 
Japan, Mexico, Russia, Saudi Arabia, South Africa, South Korea, Turkey, the United 
Kingdom, the United States of America 




26th ASEAN Summit- Kuala Lumpur & Langkawi, Malaysia 



ASEAN was established on 8 August 1967 in Bangkok by the five original member 
countries: Indonesia, Malaysia, Philippines, Singapore, and Thailand. Brunei 
Darussalam joined on 8 January 1984, Vietnam on 28 July 1995, Laos and Myanmar on 
23 July 1997, and Cambodia on 30 April 1999. 



5. 27th APEC summit 2015- Philippines 

Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation (APEC) is a forum for 21 Pacific Rim member 
economies that promotes free trade throughout the Asia-Pacific region. 



The participating APEC economies are: Australia, Brunei Darussalam, Canada, 

Chile, China, Hong Kong-China, Indonesia, Japan, Republic of Korea, Malaysia, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Papua New Guinea, Peru, Philippines, Russia, Singapore, Chinese 
Taipei, Thailand, United States, and Vietnam. 

28th APEC summit 2016- Lima, Peru 
29th APEC summit 2017- Hanoi, Vietnam 



6. 6th OPEC International Seminar 2015- Vienna, Austria 

The Organization of the Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) is a permanent, 
intergovernmental Organization, created at the Baghdad Conference on September IQ- 
14, 1960, by Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and Venezuela. 



7. 17th NAM Summit 2015- Caracas, Venezuela 

The Non-Aligned Movement (NAM) is a group of states which are not formally aligned with or 
against any major power bloc. As of 2012, the movement has 120 members and 
17observer countries. 

The organization was founded in Belgrade in 1961 , and was largely conceived by India's first 
prime minister, Jawaharlal Nehru; Indonesia's first president, Sukarno; Egypt's second 
president, Gamal Abdel Nasser; Ghana's first president Kwame Nkrumah; 
and Yugoslavia's president, Josip Broz Tito. All five leaders were prominent advocates of a 
middle course for states in the Developing World between the Western and Eastern Blocs in 
the Cold War. 



8. ADB Annual Meeting 2015- Baku, Azerbaijan 

The Asian Development Bank is a regional development bank established on 22 August 
1966 which is headquartered in Metro Manila, Philippines, to facilitate economic 
development in Asia. 



9. NATO SUMMIT 2014- Wales, UK 



The North Atlantic Treaty also called the North Atlantic Alliance is an 
intergovernmental military alliance based on the North Atlantic Treaty which was signed 
on 4 April 1949. 

The organization constitutes a system of collective defense whereby its member states 
agree to mutual defense in response to an attack by any external party. 

NATO's headquarters are located in Haren, Brussels, in which the always- 
American Supreme Allied Commander also resides. 

Belgium is one of the 28 member states across North America and Europe, the newest 
of which, Albania and Croatia, joined in April 2009. 

An additional 22 countries participate in NATO's Partnership for Peace program, with 
15 other countries involved in institutionalized dialogue programmes. 

The combined military spending of all NATO members constitutes over 70 percent of the 
global total Members' defense spending is supposed to amount to 2 percent of GDP.

10) G4 Summit 

On 26th September 2015, Narendra Modi invited the leaders of the G4 for a summit following 
the adoption of UN General Assembly Decision 69/560 by consensus, which moved forward, for 
the first time 

The G4 nations comprising Brazil, Germany, India, and Japan are four countries which support 
each other's bids for permanent seats on the United Nations Security Council.
